Exhibition of War Portraits. The 
war portraits, which were on exhibition 
from January i8 to February 13, and at- 
tracted a great deal of attention, will next 
be shown in Providence, R. I., and will 
continue on circuit under the auspices of 
the American Federation of Arts. 

The Fifth Exhibition of Industrial 
Art. The Fifth Exhibition of the Work 
of Manufacturers and Designers, which 
closed on January 30, was generally con- 
ceded to be the best exhibition of indus- 
trial art influenced by a study of the Mu- 
seum collections which has as yet been held 
in the Museum. The total attendance dur- 
ing the six weeks was 43,982. Not only 
did the exhibition prove to the casual visi- 
tor attractive and full of helpful suggestion, 
but it was frequented with pleasure by 
those individuals and organizations posses- 
sing technical knowledge of the classes of 
industrial arts displayed. The Art Alliance, 



Art in Trades Club, Association of Man- 
ufacturers of Decorative Furniture, and 
Architectural League, a large representa- 
tion from the Manhattan Trade School 
and other schools maintaining vocational 
or prevocational classes, classes from the 
High Schools and Elementary Schools of 
the City, prominent educators particularly 
interested in industrial art, and many man- 
ufacturers and designers were included in 
the total attendance. The Museum views 
these facts as an augury of continued use- 
fulness in this direction and anticipates 
that the Sixth Exhibition will mark an ad- 
vance step in its relations with manufac- 
turers and designers.
